not  sufficient  to  indicate  what  the  aggregate  result 
WHEAT  ACREAGE  IN  -is  likely  to  be.      Estimates  of  the  amount  of  wheat 

NORTHERN  HEMISPHERE        sown  in  the  17  countries  for  which  statistics  are 

available  (Belgium,  Bulgaria,  Poland,  Roumania, 
Czechc-Slovakia,  Algeria,  Morocco,  Spain,  France,  Finland,  Italy,  Luxemburg, 
Norway,  Tunis,  Canada,  India  and  the  United  States)  aggregate  approximately 
151,000,000  acres,  compared  with  about  155,000,000  acres  last  year. 
Recent  news  items  show  that  drought  and  rust  are  affecting  the  spring  wheat 
crop  in  Canada.     More  definite  and  authoritative  information  on  crop  con 
ditions  will  be  given  in  the  Canadian  government's  report  for  mid-July.

1911-20,   the  average  condition  for  all  Canada  on  May  31,  1921  of  the  crops

In  the  States  of  Tamaulipas, 
Nuevo  Leon,  Coahuila,  Zacatecas,  and  especially  in  Chihuahua,  the  drought 
of  last  ye*r,  together  with  the  delay  in  the  starting  of  the  rainy  season 
this  year,  will  result  in  heavy  losses  in  the  principal  crops,  corn, 
cotton,  panocha  sugar,  wheat,  chick-peas,  and  beans.  ■    In  the  Bajio  region 

and  on  the  Central  Plateau  the  rainy  season  was  delayed  for 
DROUGHT  IN       over  a  month,  and  in  these  regions  planting  was  not  begun  at 
MEXICO  all  during  that  time  on  lands  depending  wholly  upon  seasonal 

rains.      High  prices  of  agricultural  products  prevailed 
during  the  early  part  of  June,   'nut  the  cause  of  this  was  the  transportation 
difficulties  rather  than  the  result  of  poor  crops  of  last  year.  The 
harvesting  of  the  gar ban zo  crop  in  southern  Sonora  took  place  in  the  early 
part  of  June  and  the  aggregate  yield  is  unofficially  reported  to  be  about 
50  per  cent  of  normal.      According  to  recent  reports,  since  June,  practi- 
cally no  rain  had  fallen  throughout  FRANCE,"  making  the  condition  of  spring 
crops  worse.      Absence  of  rain  renders  the  second  crop  of  hay  very  problem- 
atical and  seriously  affects  the  supply  of  winter  forage.      During  April 
the  drought  was  general,  thus  delaying  the  crops,  but  rainfall  in  May 
reestablished  the  situation  in  most  districts,  especially  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  country.      Winter  wheat  and  rye  was  reported  in  favorable  con- 
ditions.     Oats,  barley,   and  the  small  acreage  of  spring  wheat  were  reported 
in  poor  condition.

the  general  condition  of  the  crop  on  the  whole  is  poor.      The  latest 
estimate  of  production,  as  ccmparedwith  that  made  at  the  same  time 
(May  30)  last  year,   shows  a  decrease  in  almost  all  the  provinces.  The 
total  area  ia  new  returned  at  25,127,000  acres,  as  against  29,864,000 
acres,  the  corresponding  estimate  of  last  year,  or  a  decrease  of  16  per  cent. 
She  total  yield  is  estimated  at  246,251,000  bushels,  as  compared  with 
376,880,000  bushels  at  this  time  (May  30)  last  year.,  or  a  decrease  of  35 
per  cent.      The  present  season  has  not  been  favorable  to  the  winter  oil- 
seeds of  India  and  the  condition  of  the  crop, 
AREA  AND  PROIUCTION  on  the  whole,   can  be  regarded  as  only  fair. 

OF  WHEAT  AND  OILSEEDS         The  total  area  under  rape  and  mustard  is  reported 
IN  INDIA  to  be  4,912,000  acres,  which  is  17  per  cent 

below  the  finally  revised  area  of  last  year. 
The  total  estimated  yield  is  935,000  short  tons,  as  against  1,271,000  tons, 
the  revised  final  figure  of  last  year,  or  a  decrease  of  23  per  cent.  The 
total  area  under  linseed  amounts  to  2,234,000  acres  which  is  28  per  cent 
below  the  finally  revised  area  of  last  year.      The  total  estimated  yield 
is  297,000  short  tons,  as  against  462,000,   the  revised  final  estimate  of 
last  year,  or  a  decrease  of  36  per  cent. 

Harvesting  is  well  advanced  in  NORTH  AFRICA  but,   lately,  cereal 
crops  have  suffered  a  good  deal  through  excess  of  wind  and  rain.:    It  is 
now  necessary  to  discount  the  former  brilliant  crop  prospects  in  ALGERIA, 
owing  to  the  above  mentioned  conditions.      The  harvest  has  started  prac- 
tically everywhere  and  the  yield  could  be  considered  as  very  good,  but 
for  the  rain  and  wind  which  destroys  the  grain  and  lodges  crops  where 

they  have  not  yet  been  cut.      In  TUNIS  the  harvest 
UNFAVORABLE  WEATHER        is  also  in  full  swing,  but  bad  weather  has  hindered 
IN  NORTH  AFRICA.  the  work  seriously.      In  EGYPT  heavy  rains  have 

been  affecting  the  wheat  crop.      Harvesting  began 
in  April  in  some  of  the  early  sown  fields  and  the  yield  of  wheat  and 
barley  is  expected  to  be  slightly  above  the  average. 

In  the  SOUTHERN  HEMISPHERE,  crop  conditions  have  been  reported 
favorable,  and  hopes,  based  on  the  present  appearance  of  the  fields,  are 

for  rather  good  yields  from  the  current  season. 
PROSPECTS  IN  Rains  have  been  reported  in  AUSTRALIA  and  prospects 

SOUTHERN  HEMISPHERE       for  the  coming  crops  continue  very  favorable. 

Reports  from  ARGENTINA  are  not  quite  so  favorable 
as  they  indicate  rather  unseasonable  weather  since  sowing  time  with  the 
crops  at  present  badly  in  need  of  rain.
